A  Beirut  newspaper  today 
quoted  President  Anwar 
Sadat  of  Egypt  as  setting  a 
three-month  deadline  for 
withdrawal  by  Israel  from 
some  of  the  Egyptian,  Syrian 
and  Jordanian  territory  it 
occupies. 

The  paper,  an  Nahar,  said 
Sadat  told  its  interviewer  that 
if  the  deadline  is  not  met  he 
will  abandon  Secretary  of 
State  Henry  A.  Kissinger’s 
attempts  to  advance  Israel 
and  the  Arabs  toward  a 
settlement. 

Sadat  also  was  quoted  as 
saying  he  would  go  to  war  at 
once  if  Israel  attacks  Syria, 
Egypt’s  principal  ally  in  the 
1973  war,  and  that  “Egypt 
will  not  be  the  sphere  of 
influence  for  anyone.  No  to 
the  Soviets  and  no  to  the 
Americans.” 

There  was  no  official 
reaction  from  Israel,  but 
officials  in  Jerusalem  said 
they  considered  Sadat’s 

Well-informed  Israelis  said  on 
the  surface  the  deadline 
appeared  unacceptable.  But 
they  pointed  out  that  since 
the  interview  was  to  a  Beirut 
newspaper,  Sadat’s  statement 
could  be  meant  for  “internal 
consumption  in  the  Arab 
world.” 

They  also  said  Sadat  could 
be  expected  to  take  a  hard 
line  at  this  juncture  because 
Israeli  Foreign  Minister  Yigal 
Allon  is  in  Washington 
conferring  with  Kissinger  and 
other  U.S.  officials.

today  for 
graduation 


Today  is  the  last  day  for 
adding  and  dropping  classes 
without  a  fee  and  the  last  day 
for  applying  for  graduation  in 
April. 

After  today,  students  who 
drop  classes  will  be  charged  a 
$5  fee.  Classes  may  be 
dropped  after  paying  the  fee 
until  Feb.  5,  according  to 
Erlend  Peterson,  assistant 
dean  of  admissions. 

Students  planning  to 
graduate  in  April  must  submit 
a  graduation  application  card 
and  pay  the  required  fee 
today. 

Application  cards  may  be 
picked  up  at  college 
advisement  centers,  according 
to  Gene  Priday,  assistant 
registrar/graduation. 
Applicants  for  graduation 
should  complete  the  card, 
pay  the  fee  at  the  cashier’s 
office  in  the  Smoot 
Administration  Building,  and 
leave  the  completed  card  with 
the  cashier. 

Priday  said  the  fee  for  a 
bachelor’s  degree  is  $12  and 
for  an  associate  degree  is  $6. 

Peterson  said  that  after 
Feb.  5  no  class  may  be 
dropped  for  other  than 
academic  reasons. 

The  March  7  deadline 
printed  in  the  class  schedule 
has  been  changed,  he  said, 
limiting  the  time  allowed  for 
dropping  classes  from  the 
usual  eight  weeks  to  five 
weeks. 

In  connections  with  this 
change,  students  should 
expect  some  type  of 
evaluation  from  each 
instructor  by  the  fourth  week 
to  let  the  student  know  how 
he  is  doing,  Peterson  said. 

Students  who  submit 
graduation  applications  after 
the  deadline  today  will  be 
considered  for  graduation  in 
August,  Priday  said. 

Applicants  for  graduation 
will  receive  an  evaluation  of 
their  credits  toward 
graduation  in  the  mail  within 
four  to  six  weeks,  Priday  said. 


Statement  issued 
clarifying  article 


Leonard  Lee,  ASBYU 
Social  vice  president,  issued  a 
statement  Thursday  night  to 
clarify  a  comment  attributed 
to  him  in  the  Daily  Universe 
Wednesday. 

Lee  said  he  did  not 
complain  of  unfair  grading 
procedures,  as  reported  in  the 
story  headlined  “BYU 
Supreme  Court  lets  Lee  stay 
in  office,”  but  that  he  did  say 
his  grade  point  average  could 
have  been  higher  if  an 
instructor  had  changed  a 
borderline  grade. 

Lee  had  sought  clarification 
of  his  status  as  a  student 
body  officer  in  view  of  the 
requirement  that  officers 
“maintain”  a  specified  GPA. 
A  ruling  by  the  ASBYU 
Supreme  Court  was  needed  to 
determine  whether  that 
requirement  meant  a 


cumulative  GPA,  or  one 
semester’s  GPA. 

Following  is  Lee’s 
statement: 

“Referring  to  the  Universe 
article  of  Wednesday,  January 
15,  titled  ‘Supreme  Court  lets 
Lee  stay  in  office,’  I  did  not 
say  that  I  would  have  had  a 
2.25  GPA  except  for  what  I 
felt  were  unfair  grading 
procedures.  I  did  say  that  my 
GPA  would  have  been  higher 
than  2.25  for  the  semester  if 
one  instructor  would  have 
changed  a  borderline  grade.  I 
was  told  by  my  adviser  Mike 
Whitaker  that  the  2.25  GPA 
requirement  was  referring  to 
my  cumulative  grade  point 
average.  The  Supreme  Court 
ruled  that  it  was  so  in  this 
case  but  that  in  the  future  the 
2.25  requirement  would 
apply  on  a  semester  basis.” 


Byrd  also  said  the  leaders 
expressed  interest  in 
concentrating  the  benefits  of 
the  tax  rebate  proposal 
among  low-  and 
middle-income  families  rather 
than  making  it  across  the 
board. 

John  G.  McMillian, 
chairman  of  Northwest

Employed  Y  students 
should  register  cars

Registration  may  not  be  over  for  some 
BYU  students. 

As  soon  as  an  out-of-state,  car-owning 
student  finds  employment,  he  must  register 
his  vehicle  in  Utah  and  purchase  Utah  license 
plates. 

Utah  State  Tax  Commission  regulations 
list  employment  within  the  state  as  one 
determination  of  residency  for  tax  purposes, 
said  Noel  Reece,  Provo  branch  manager  for 
the  commission. 

The  regulations  state:  “Any  person  who 
engages  in  a  trade,  profession  or  occupation 
or  accepts  gainful  employment  in  this  state 
is  declared  a  resident  and  must  clear 
property  tax  and  register  his  vehicle  in  the 
state  of  Utah.” 

Previously,  an  out-of-state  student  was 
given  an  exemption  that  allowed  him,  if  his 
spouse  did  not  work,  to  drive  with  his 
home-state  tags  even  if  he  were  employed. 

In  1974,  students  were  again  included 
under  this  regulation  to  make  its  appliation 
uniform  and  consistent,  said  Reece. 

An  out-of-state  student  who  is  employed 
either  full-time  or  part-time,  or  whose 
spouse  works,  must  have  Utah  plates  and 


pay  personal  property  tax  on  his  vehicle. 

The  tax  is  based  on  the  year,  make,  model 
of  the  vehicle  as  well  as  the  student’s  tax 
district,  according  to  Reece. 

Out-of-state  students  who  receive  a 
stipend,  or  who  are  studying  on  a  fellowship, 
must  also  register  their  vehicles,  said  Reece. 

Utah  no-fault  insurance,  the  vehicle,  a 
current  safety  inspection  sticker  from  any 
state,  and  police  inspection  of  the  car’s  serial 
number  are  required  at  the  time  of 
registration,  he  said. 

Inspection  of  the-  serial  number  can  be 
done  at  the  time  of  registration  at  the  City 
County  Building. 

A  Utah  title  to  the  car  is  another 
requirement,  whether  the  title  is  in  the  name 
of  the  student  or  his  parents.  Titles  held  in 
two  names  must  have  the  signatures  of  both 
holding  parties  before  they  can  be  changed 
to  a  Utah  title,  said  Reece. 

Non-employed  out-of-state  students  who 
own  a  car  may  obtain  a  non-resident  permit 
from  BYU  security,  said  Reece. 

Owners  of  vehicles  other  than  passenger 
cars  have  slightly  different  registration 
requirements  and  should  contact  the 
registration  office  for  further  information, 
he  added.

The  digital  logic  laboratory

doctor.”  He  declined  to  give 
details  until  he  sees  the  script 
of  a  two-hour  TV  movie 
which  could  prove  the  pilot 
show  for  the  series. 

“I  may  not  do  the  show  if 
the  script  doesn’t  work  out,” 
said  Burr,  who  has  made 
enough  loot  from  “Ironside” 
and  “Perry  Mason”  to  loaf 
for  life  if  he  chooses. 

Why,  then,  consider 
plunging  back  into  the  grind 
of  a  series? 

“It’s  not  a  question  of 
plunging  back,”  the  veteran 
actor  said.  “It’s  a  question  of 
making  my  plans  for  the  next 
five  or  six  years.  I  don’t  want 
to  leave  television,  but  I  do 
want  to  limit  my  work  in  it. 

“And  now  I’m  in  a  position 
to  ask  both  a  network  and 
the  production  company 
working  with  my  company  to 
limit  the  number  of  shows 
each  year  so  that  I’m  only 
working  six  months  of  the 
year  bn  television.” 

Burr,  who  said  he’s  been 
toiling  10  months  each  year 
on  TV  in  the  past,  said  he’d 
use  the  remaining  six  months 
of  his  new  work  schedule  for 
movie  projects,  business 
matters  or  simple  relaxation.

GARDEN  CITY,  N.Y.  (AP) 
—  Bill  Walton  says  he  is  not 
completely  satisfied  with  his 
new  lifestyle  as  a  professional 
basketball  player.  But  he  told 
a  newspaper  interviewer  that 
he  plans  to  continue  playing 
the  game,  hopefully  for  many 
more  seasons. 

“I  like  playing  basketball.  I 
plan  on  continuing  to  play 
basketball.  I  enjoy  the  game,” 
Walton  said  in  an  interview 
story  published  Tuesday  by 
the  Long  Island  newspaper, 
Newsday. 

In  the  interview,  the 
6-foot-ll  Walton  discussed 
the  ankle  injury  which  has 
sidelined  him,  his  refusal  to 
take  drugs  to  ease  the  pain, 
his  non-meat  diet,  his  disdain 
for  this  country’s  economic 
system,  his  belief  that 
athletes  and  others  are 
underpaid  and  his  views  of  the 
future. 

Period  of  adjustment 

Walton,  who  has  missed  the 
last  18  games  for  the  National 
Basketball  Association’s

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  Marvin 
Barnes  was  a  missing  person 
for  several  games  earlier  this 
season  because  of  a  contract 
dispute  with  the  Spirits  of  St.

For  Erving,  last  year’s 
regular  season  and  playoff 
most  valuable  player,  it  will 
be  his  fourth  consecutive 
All-Star  appearance. 

Rounding  out  the  front  line 
for  the  Eastern  Division 
All-Star  squad  will  be 
Kentucky’s  Gilmore,  the 
most  valuable  player  in  last 
year’s  mid-season  classic  and

fourth  straight  year. 

The  rest  of  the  starting 
lineup  includes  guard  Louie 
Dampier  of  Kentucky, 
appearing  in  a  record-tying 
seventh  All-Star  Game,  and 
guard  Freddie  Lewis  of  St. 
Louis. 

The  Western  starters  will  be 
forwards  George  McGinnis  of 
Indiana  and  George  Gervin  of 
San  Antonio,  center  Swen 
Nater  of  San  Antonio  and 
guards  Ron  Boone  of  Utah 
and  Mack  Calvin  of  Denver.

Portland  Trail  Blazers  because 
of  a  painful  bone  spur  above 
his  left  ankle,  was  asked  by 
Newsday  Special 
Correspondent  Jay  Weiner  if 
he  was  unhappy  with  his  new 
environment. 

“All  my  life  I’ve  played 
basketball  for  myself  and  for 
my  teammates,  and  now  I’m 
in  a  situation  where  other 
people  expect  me  to  play  for 
them,”  he  said.  “And  I’m  not 
used  to  that.  It’s  been  a 
period  of  adjustment  .  .  . 

Basically,  you  are  required  to 
live  and  act  a  certain  way.  In 
effect,  you’re  being  told  what 
to  do  when  you’re  not 
playing.  But  I’m  trying  my 
best  to  work  it  out.” 

Ready  to  play 

Walton,  who  has  resumed 
practice  with  the  team,  said 
he  believed  he  was  ready  to 
play  again.  “We’re  going  back 
to  the  East  this  week  and  I 
think  I’m  well  enough  to 
play,”  he  said.  “If  the  coach 
decides  that  I’m  going  to  help 
the  team,  then  he’ll  put  me 


But  Walton  repeated  his 
known  aversion  to 
pain-killing  drugs. 

“I  have  been  encouraged  by 
the  team  doctor  to  have 
cortisone  shots,”  he  said, 
“presumably  that  would 
make  me  better  ...  I  don’t 
know  the  total  effect  of  these 
drugs,  but  I  do  know  that  in 
many,  many  cases,  the  side 
effects  of  them  have  crippled 
people.  I’m  not  interested  in 
permanently  hurting  myself. 
I’m  interested  in  feeling 
better. 

Shuns  drugs 

“There  are  other  ways  to 
get  better  from  injuries  than 
taking  drugs  that  are  not  safe 
for  human  consumption,”  he 
told  Newsday. 

Walton  acknowledged  that 
many  athletes  learn  to  play 
with  painful  injuries  and  said, 
“If  you  can  play  without 
hurting  your  body,  then 
that’s  cool.  If  you’re  going  to 
hurt  your  body  by  playing, 
then  you  shouldn’t  be 


playing,  as  far  as  I’m 
concerned.” 

He  said  it  was  unfortunate 
that  a  knee  operation  he  had 
before  this  season  had  left 
him  not  in  the  best  of 
physical  condition  prior  to 
his  first  National  Basketball 
Association  season. 

“But  that’s  the  breaks,  you 
know,”  he  said.  “There’s 
another  season.  Hopefully 
there’ll  be  many  more  seasons 
to  come.  There’s  a  long  time 
left  in  this  season.” 

Diet  question 

Walton,  who  does  not  eat 
meat,  told  Weiner  he  had 
received  indirect  hints  that 
the  team’s  management 
wished  “my  diet  was 
different  .  ...  that  they  wished 
I  was  heavier,  that  I  weighed 
more.” 

He  said  he  did  not  agree 
with  that  opinion.  “I  think 
that  the  better  and  cleaner 
and  more  pure  food  that  I 
eat,  the  better  my  body  is 
going  to  respond  to  the 
demands  that  I  have  to  put 


on  it.” 

The  three-time 
All-American  at  UCLA 
dismissed  the  notion  that  his 
diet  might  make  him  less 
aggressive  in  basketball.  He 
said:  “Aggressiveness,  I 
believe,  is  a  state  of  mind.  It’s 
not  a  result  of  the  foods  that 
you  eat.  It’s  a  result  of  how 
you  feel  about  what  you’re 
doing.  If  you  are  interested  in 
what  you’re  doing,  you’re 
going  to  be  doing  it  as  hard  as 
you  can,  with  a  lot  of 
emotion,  putting  all  of  your 
energy  into  it.  That’s  the  way 
I  feel  about  basketball  when 
I’m  doing  it.” 

Inequities  in  pay? 

Walton,  whose  long-term 
contract  with  Portland  is 
reported  to  be  worth  more 
than  $2  million,  said  he 
believed  athletes  in  the 
United  states  are  underpaid  as 
a  group. 

“Through  circumstances, 
like  in  professional 
basketball,  there  are  a  few  of 
us  who  make  very  large 


incomes,”  he  said.  “Still,  we 
wouldn’t  be  paid  these 
salaries  unless  the  owners  felt 
it  was  in  their  best  interest. 

“The  salaries  we  receive  are 
a  reflection  of  the 
extraordinary  emphasis 
placed  on  spectator  sports  in 
this  country,  and  the  huge 
sums  of  money  our  labor 
generates.  There  are 
tremendous  amounts  of 
money  being  made  in  the 
world  of  sports  today. 
Unfortunately,  the  people 
who  are  participating  in  the 
sports  ...  are  not  receiving 
the  profits.  It’s  going  other 
places. 

Blames  media 

Asked  by  Newsday  who 
was  making  the  money, 
Walton  mentioned  the  three 
television  networks  and  the 
magazine  Sports  Illustrated. 

He  said  “in  the  whole 
so-called  free  world,  people 
are  making  money  off  other 
people’s  labor.  And  that’s  not 
right.  People  who  work 
should  be  the  ones  who  get 


paid.  The  people  who  do  the 
actual  physical  work  .  .  . 
should  receive  the  fruits  Of 
that  labor.” 

Walton,  whose  contract  is 
spread  over  a  number  of  years 
in  deferred  payments,  said  he

The  statement,  concerning 
Whisenant,  said  “Assistant 
basketball  coach  John 
Whisenant  is  restricted  from 
engaging  in  any  recruiting 
duties,  and  will  be  permitted 
to  perform  coaching  duties 
only  on  the  University  of 
New  Mexico  campus,  until 
1 ,  l*iSw.Duri#ig..this 
period  he  shall  be  assigned 
other  duties  in  the  Athletic 
Department  compatible  with 
the  terms  of  this  disciplinary 
action.

The  perfectionist  Costello 
insists  the  Bucks  should  have 
done  far  better  than  their 
17-8  record  since 
Abdul-Jabbar’s  return. 

The  Chicago  Bulls  and 
Pistons  had  been  expected  to 
take  charge  of  the  division 
while  Abdul-Jabbar  was 
injured.

OMBUDSMAN 
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Ruling  pleases  party  leaders 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Democratic 
and  Republican  leaders  say  a  landmark 
ruling  by  the  Supreme  Court  has 
strengthened  the  two  political  parties 
and  added  to  their  responsibilities. 

The  court  ruled  unanimously 
Wednesday  that  national  party 
conventions  play  such  a  crucial  role  in 
the  political  process  that  the  parties 
can  refuse  to  seat  delegates  chosen  in 
state  elections. 

Democratic  National  Chairman 


Robert  Strauss  said  the  decision 
“places  even  greater  responsibility  on 
the  political  parties  of  this  nation.” 


“I  as  chairman  would  expect  that 
the  national  Democratic  party  would 
devote  itself  to  ...  a  guarantee  that 
the  voters  of  any  state  will  never  in  the 
future  be  disenfranchised  without  due 
cause,”  Strauss  said. 

Republican  National  Chairman  Mary 
Louise  Smith  said  the  decision 


appeared  to  be  very  significant. 

“Such  a  ruling  will  clarify  who  has 
authority  over  the  delegate  selection 
process  and  would  certainly  appear  to 
strengthen  the  function  of  a  political 
party,”  Mrs.  Smith  said. 


Speaking  for  the  court,  Justice 
William  J.  Brennan  Jr.  said  the 
importance  of  national  nominating 
conventions  overrides  the  need  of  the 
states  to  safeguard  their  elections. 


Output 
plunges 
for  U.S. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  nation’s  total 
output  of  goods  and  services  for  the  closing 
three  months  of  last  year  took  the  second 
sharpest  plunge  since  World  War  II,  the 
government  reported  Thursday. 

The  Commerce  Department  said  the 
fourth-quarter  drop  of  9.1  per  cent  in; 
output  came  after  adjustment  for  inflation. 
The  same  adjustment  for  inflation  left  the 
year’s  output  2.2  per  cent  below  1973. 

The  figures,  the  broadest  measure  of  the 
economy’s  performance,  confirmed  earlier 
statistics  which  had  indicated  that  the 
recession  deepened  from  October  through 
December. 

It  was  the  first  time  since  the  recession 
year  of  1958  that  total  output,  or  Gross 
National  Product,  dropped  over  an  entire 


year.  The  annual  drop  was  the  sharpes 
the  end  of  World  War  II  cut  output  I 
per  cent  in  1946.

The  National  Association 
of  Letter  Carriers  has  sent 
letters  to  all  locals  urging  its 
nearly  200,000  members  to 
prepare  for  “the  possibility  of 
a  national  job  action  as  a 
result  of  implementation  of 
computerized  route 
adjustments  contrary  to  the 
best  interest  and  welfare  of 
our  membership.” 

The  union  says  the  new 
system  would  turn  its  men 
into  “robots”  and  slow  the 
mail  by  overburdening  mail 
carriers. 

Postal  officials  charge  the 
union  is  formulating  “a 
nationally  organized  plan  to 
soften  the  public  and  the 
press  for  a  possible  illegal 
strike  against  the 
government.” 

A  strike,  if  it  comes,  would 
be  the  first  against  the  postal 
system  since  the  historic 
walk-out  of  March  1970 
when  federal  troops  were 
called  in  to  help  deliver  the 
mails.  The  walkout  helped 
lead  to  the  reorganization  of 
the  Post  Office  Department 
as  an  independent 
semi-government  agency. 

Strikes  are  prohibited 
against  the  government,  but 
President  James  H. 
Rademacher  of  the  letter 
carriers  says,  “We  are  willing 
to  risk  the  consequences.” 

“I’m  hoping  the  Postal 
Service  Officials  will  back  off 
and  listen  to  reason,’’ 
Rademacher  said  in  an 
interview.  “But  I’ve  got  a 
mandate  and  no  choice  but  to 
strike.”

Rampton  talk 
more  hopeful 


than  Ford's 


President  Ford’s  gloomy  State  of  the  Union  message 
Wednesday  contrasts  sharply  with  what  Gov.  Calvin  L. 
Rampton  told  the  Utah  Legislature  this  week  about  the  state 
of  the  state. 

In  two  addresses  to  the  new  legislature,  the  governor 
presented  a  surprisingly  optimistic  and  forward-looking  plan 
for  handling  the  state’s  problems. 

Though  a  few  of  his  recommendations,  notably  the  agency 
shop  and  increased  workmen’s  compensation  benefits,  have 
already  run  into  Republican  opposition,  Rampton’s 
proposals,  “with  some  minor  exceptions,  should  receive 
favorable  reaction  from  the  Republican  side  of  the  aisle,” 
according  to  Sen.  Karl  N.  Snow  Jr.,  R-Provo. 

Several  years  of  working  with  Republican  majorities  in  the 
legislature  have  taught  Rampton  how  to  get  what  he  wants. 

He  doesn’t  just  limit  himself  to  “the  glamorous  or  popular 
issues,”  explained  Speaker  of  the  House  Ron  Rencher, 
D-Ogden.  Rather,  in  his  State  of  the  State  message,  he 
touched  on  many  different  points,  justifying  necessary 
measures  and  toning  down  his  more  controversial  proposals. 

His  request  that  legislation  governing  labor  negotiations  by 
public  employe  and  by  teacher  groups  prohibit  “a  strike 
against  the  public  welfare”  is  an  example  of  that  toning 
down  that  is  getting  him  support. 

In  his  budget  message,  Rampton  pointed  out  areas  needing 
attention,  made  his  opinions  known,  and  left  the  legislators 
with  several  options. 

His  main  budget  request-about  $13  million  to  be  raised  in 
income  taxes— Rampton  didn’t  even  call  a  tax  increase. 

The  governor  pointed  out  that  the  money  was  needed  to 
make  up  unexpected  losses  caused  by  miscalculations  of  the 
effects  of  a  new  income  tax  law. 

“I  do  not  regard  this  as  a  tax  increase,  but  an  adjustment,” 
he  explained. 

Though  the  governor  expressed  his  preference  for  returning 
to  the  old  incont  ~ 


Earlier  this  month  President  Ford  vetoed  a 
bill  regulating  strip  mining.  He  claimed  the 
bill  was  vetoed  because  the  measure  would 
have  an  adverse  impact  on  U.S.  coal 
production  at  a  time  when  evergy  resources 
are  short. 

By  vetoing  the  measure  Ford  may  be 
inviting  a  new  bill  with  sharper  teeth.  The 
94th  Congress  will  probably  be  more  liberal 
on  this  issue,  thus  proponents  predict  a 
tougher  bill  from  the  new  session. 

Fervor  over  strip  mining  comes  from  its 
reputation  for  rip-and-run  methods  of 
operation.  The  vetoed  bill  would  require 
coal  companies  to  regrade  and  restore  land 
to  its  “approximate  original  contour”  before 
mining.  The  major  thrust  of  this  legislation 
was  to  eliminate  the  highwalls,  spoil  banks, 
devastated  hills  and  barren  pits  often  left  by 
stripping.  In  Pennsylvania  strict  regulations 
similar  to  those  have  been  used  successfully. 

While  easterners  have  been  living  with  strip 
mining  for  decades,  new  stripping  legislation 
is  not  focused  on  the  East  but  on  the  West  as 
the  coal  industry  moves  across  the  plains 
an  ant  o  the  intermountain  area.  The  largest 
virgin  coal  reserves  are  in  this  region— some 
of  the  best  coal  is  within  100  feet  of  the 
surface.  Along  with  its  abundance,  western 
coal  is  low  in  sulfur  content,  making  it  very 
attractive  to  industry. 

In  strip  mining  the  rock  and  dirt 
overburden  is  removed  to  expose  the  coal 
seam.  Pro-strippers  point  to  the  low  cost  of 
mining  with  a  power  shovel.  One  strip 
mining  operation  in  Wyoming,  employing 
only  41  workers,  has  an  annual  rate  of  3.2 
million  tons.  With  surface  mining  80  to  90 
per  cent  of  the  coal  can  be  removed.  In 
underground  operations,  one-half  of  the  coal 
deposit  must  be  left  to  prevent  cave-ins. 

Stripping  may  cost  less,  but  many  people 
wonder  if  side  effects  make  it  desirable  and 
feasible,  especially  in  the  West. 

In  the  vetoed  bill,  water  rights  were  legally 


bring  toxic  minerals  to  the  surface 
contaninating  the  soil  and  washing  into 
rivers. 

The  biggest  issue  at  stake  in  the  West  is  the 
restoration  of  the  land.  In  eastern  states 
restoring  the  land  is  easy  with  the  moist 
climate.  Restoration  may  not  be  as  easy  in 
the  semi-arid  west. 

A  study  by  the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences  warns  that  in  areas  where  the 
average  rainfall  is  1 0  inches  or  less  it  may  be 
impossible  to  establish  a  permanent 
vegatative  cover  on  mined-out  acreage 
without  irrigation.  With  the  West’s  scarcity 
of  water,  some  mined  land  may  simply  have 
to  be  written  off. 

Coal  industry  lobbyists  threw  their  best 
efforts  into  the  bill’s  veto.  They  insisted  that 
any  form  of  regulation  would  discriminate 
against  energy  values  and  some  members  of 
the  industry  called  the  bill  a  disaster  that 
would  prohibit  surface  mining  instead  of 
regulate  it. 

More  strip  mining  legislation  is  certain 
with  the  new  Congress.  We  still  face  the 
question  of  whether  to  regulate  or  not,  and 
to  what  degree.  The  coal  industry  has  shown 
that  land  can  be  reclaimed  without 
economic  loss.  Industry  spokesmen  insist 
there  should  be  no  regulation  but  can  we 
allow  a  method  that  is  notorious  for 
destruction  into  the  fragile  environment  of 
the  West  without  checks  and  protections? 

In  his  State  of  the  State  address  Governor 
Rampton  called  for  strip  mining  legislation 
before  the  state’s  storehouse  of  energy  is 
opened.  As  residents  of  an  energy  rich  state 
we  can’t  turn  our  backs  on  escalating  energy 
demands.  It  would  be  equally  foolish  to 
ignore  concerns  for  the  land  and  exploit  the 
earth  which  supports  our  life.  We  need  to 
balance  the  need  for  energy  and  ecological 
concerns  with  legislation  similar  to  the  bill 
just  vetoed. 

As  the  coal  industry  sets  up  operatios  ir 
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protected  against  mining’s  interference  with  our  area  let  s  hope  there  are  legal  safeguards

As  it  is,  it  looks  as  if  Rampton  will  get  much  of  the 
bipartisan  support  he  is  seeking. 

“I  think  the  governor  is  extremely  capable  in  the  way  he 
presents  his  ideas,”  remarked  Rep.  Lee  W.  Farnsworth, 
R-Provo,  reacting  to  the  State  of  the  State  message  Monday. 

“He’s  endorsed  a  number  of  areas  the  legislature  is 
concerned  with,”  Republican  Snow  said. 

Things  could  change  as  this  session  progresses,  but  so  far  it 
looks  as  if  Gov.  Rampton  has  insured  a  good  legislative  start.

Cold  war  to  resume

The  goal  of  a  “line-free”  beginning  of  a 
new  semester  at  BYU  was  almost  achieved 
this  time.  Almost.  The  only  snag  in  an 
otherwise  streamlined  process  was  the 
distribution  method  of  new  activity  cards 
and  last  semester’s  grades. 

Returning  from  their  Christmas 
vacations,  the  18,500  students  who 
registered  early  and  finalized  by  mail  faced 
what  one  registration  official  termed 
“horrendous”  lines  to  pick  up  new  activity 
card  labels  and  grades. 

Students  waited  for  anywhere  from  five 
minutes  to  over  half  an  hour,  depending  on 
the  time  they  went,  to  pass  through  one  of 
the  nine  distribution  stations  in  the  ELWC 
‘'Ballroom  balcony  the  first  day  of  school. 

Now  BYU  students  are  accustomed  to 
waiting  in  lines.  But  what  dismayed  many 
potential  Provo  scholars  was  that  activity 
cards  showing  this  semester’s  blue  label 
were  required  to  perform  needed  functions 
such  as  checking  out  equipment  for  P.E. 
classes  and  cashing  large  checks.  The  latter 
proved  a  definite  hinderance  to  the 
purchase  of  textbooks  for  those  unable  to 
wait  or  who  had  classes  or  work  during 
their  allotted  times. 

According  to  Gary  Carver,  Assistant  Dean 
of  Student  Life  in  charge  of  special  services, 
who  was  in  charge  of  the  activity  card 
distribution,  the  main  problem  was  that  it 
was  not  anticipated  everyone  would  want 
his  activity  card  that  first  day. 

This  was  because  his  office  was  not 
informed  there  were  certain  offices  on 


campus  which  would  require  winter 
semester  activity  card  labels,  he  said. 

Carver  said  changes  would  be  made  for, 
next  semester  and  that  he  is  open  to

Payment  of  tuition  and  other  fees  could 
be  required  far  enough  in  advance  to 
facilitate  distribution  of  new  activity  card 
labels  to  returning  students  before  the  end 
of  the  semester. 

Another  possibility  is  dropping  the 
requirement  for  the  new  activity  card  labels 
the  first  few  days  of  the  semester,  accepting 
instead  some  other  proof  of  registration, 
such  as  a  class  schedule  receipt. 

Attempts  at  major  changes  in  any 
program  will  inevitably  result  in 
experimentation  and  in  mistakes.  The 
success  of  the  program  will  be  determined 
by  whether  or  not  we  learn  from  these 
mistakes.

Section  2.  The  Congress 
shall  have  the  power  to 
enforce,  by  appropriate 
legislation,  the  provisions  of 
this  article. 

Section  3.  This  amendment 
shall  take  effect  two  years 
after  the  date  of  ratification. 

It  is  not  true  that  the  14th 
amendment  to  the 
Constitution  amounts  to  the 
same  guarantee  as  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment  because  it 
guarantees  every  person  “due 
process  of  law.”
